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City to conduct 
public hearing on 
Sign ordinance 


> Hearing to be 
held at council 
meeting on 
March 29

The City of Grayling will con- 
duct a public hearing on its pro- 
posed sign ordinance - a docu- 
ment that would regulate the use 
and appearance of all types of 
signage within the city — at the 
city council’s next regular meet- 
ing on March 29. 

The sign ordinance has been in 
the works for over a year. For 
several months, it went back and 
forth between the council and 
the cily’s planning commission 
for revisions. The planning com- 
mission created the original doc- 
ument. 

In November of 2003, the city 
council appointed a sub-commil- 
tee to “polish” the lengthy pro- 
posed ordinance and get it into 
shape for possible ratification by 
the council. The sub-committee, 
which consists of council meim- 
bers, planning commission 


members, and two citizen Volun- 


teers, had its draft ready for 
inspection at the council’s March 
8 meeting. 

In February, anticipating the 
finished product from the sub- 
committee, the council voted to 
hold a public hearing on the pro- 
posed sign ordinance. The hear- 
ing will be held at City Hall on 


Monday, March 29, during the 
council's regular meeting, which 
starts at 7:30 p.m. 

Copies of the proposed sign 
ordinance are available at City 
Hall, located on City Boulevard 
just south of the Grayling Army 
Airfield. 

The 
includes: 

‘¢ A statement of purpose: “An 
ordinance to regulate and control 
the size, locatton, number and 
types of signs within the City of 
Grayling and to provide penal- 
ties for the violation thereof. The 
purpose of this ordinance is to 
permit signs that will not, by 
their size, location, construction 
or manner of display, endanger 
the public safety of any person, 
will be consistent with the intent 
and purposes of the City of 
Grayling Zoning Ordinance and 
will enhance the public interest 
and general welfare.” 

* Definitions of terms used in 
the ordinance; 

* Regulations for the use and 
appearance of “Temporary 
Signs” (garage sale signs, politi- 
cal signs, real estate signs, sand- 
wich [freestanding A-frame 
type] signs, and vehicle signs; 

¢ A requirement for obtaining 
sign permits to “erect, place, 
structurally alter, or add to any 
sign.” Some temporary signs, 
such as political signs and sand- 
wich signs, do not require per- 
mits, according to the proposed

A member of a local Michigan 
National Guard unit had a bit 
more to do than most prior to his 
deployment to Iraq.

She was welcomed 
into the family by grandparents 
Barry and Ginger LaForge, 
David and Rita Outman, Harvey 
and Elizabeth O’Connor, and 
Mark and Kim Albright. 

“Without the help of the Red 
Cross and Dr. Schultz, and Eric’s 
command, this would not have 
been possible,” said Danielle. 
“Having Eric home for the birth 
of his daughter was the best thing 
for all of us and I really appreci- 
ated everything that was done to 
inake it possible.” 

Over the past 20 years, the 
U.S. military has made long 
strides in becoming more “‘fami- 
ly friendly.’ No longer ts there 
an attitude of “your wife and kids 
were not issued with your duffel 
bag.” Military officials know the 
importance of high morale which 
includes a soldier or sailor’s 
knowledge that loved ones are 
doing well back at home. The 
support of spouses and other 
family members play a vital part 
in morale building. 

Sgt. Albright was able to spend 
three days getting to know his 
new little girl before he left 
Grayling on February 15 to pre- 
pare for his flight overseas on 
February 18 where he is serving 


‘in Operation Iraqi Freedom. 
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The Sgt. Eric Albright family came to be within 
days of his deployment to Iraq, due to the efforts 
of a doctor, the Red Cross and the command of 
the 1439th Engineer Detachment, putting family 
first.

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Camp Grayling’s Red 
Cross phone lines 
need volunteers

Each spring, Camp Grayling 
prepares for the arrival of thou- 
sands of Army National Guard 
troops who use the installation’s 
many facilities for training. With 
those troops often come news of 
emergencies back at home. Red 
Cross volunteers are also sta- 
tioned at the camp to help when 
emergencies artse. 

Camp Grayling Red Cross 
Coordinator Ralph Krolczyk 
(pronounced “krolcheck”) said 
he is in need of volunteers to 
help man the phone lines in [2 
hour shifts, 6 a.m. to 6 p.m. and 
6 p.m. to 6 a.m., each day sol- 
diers are at the camp for training. 

“Soldiers in the National 
Guard often have emergencies 
back home when they are up 
here on duty,” said Krolczyk. “Tt 
could be a death in the family, or 
a sudden illness, or a birth. 

“The only way a soldier can be 
released from duty to go home is 
after the Red Cross volunteers 
have verified the information 
and it is given to his or her com- 
manding officer. This is where 
we need volunteers,” he said. 


Krolezyk needs to staff the 
Red Cross office 24 hours a day, 
seven days a week while troops 
are at the camp, using the Armed 
Forces Emergency Services pro- 
gram (AFES). Volunteers will 
receive training and work closely 
with families and military offt- 
cials to make sure the news of an 
emergency back at home gets to 
service members as quickly as 
possible. 

Red Cross has their own build- 
ing at Camp Grayling. It has two 
sleeping rooms, a full bath and 
an office area, 

Volunteers can prepare their 
own snacks or meals, as the 
facility also has a microwave 
oven, toaster oven and refrigera- 
tor. To help pass some of the 
long hours when the phone is 
quiet, a television with satellite 
service is also provided. » 

“You would be serving your 
country by volunteering to help 
out the Red Cross with the AFES 
program,” Krolezyk said.

DNR seeks input on 
proposed gas well site

The Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) 
soliciting input regarding the 
possible reclassification of a par- 
cel of larid just east of the Mason 
Tract. Savoy Energy of Traverse 
City has requested the change. 

After the concern raised last 
year over the possibility of 
drilling a gas well close to the 
eastern edge of the Mason Tract 
and the Mason Chapel, three 
possible alternate sites were 
selected. The site furthest from 
the river, the chapel and the 
Mason Tract is the one that 
requires reclassification. 

According to sources at the

They also said that 
if this site is not reclassified 
either the original site or one of 
the other two less desirable alter- 
native site will be selected for 
the wellhead site. . 


The possible reclassification 
to development with restrictions 
is the reason for seeking input. 
Written input will be accepted 
through April 5. 

Although there will not be a 
specific public hearing, anyone 
wishing to comment on the 
reclassification will have an 
opportunity at the Natural 
Resources Commission meeting 
to be held at the Conference 
Center at McGuire’s Resort in 
Cadillac on May 6. The meeting 
begins at 3 p.m. and thé public 
comment portion of the meeting 
begins at 4:30 p.m. 

Those who sign up before the 
meeting will have five minutes to 
speak. Those who come to the

Raymond Theopolis Jacobs, 
the last of four men arrested last 
summer on drug charges, and for 
taking police on a short chase, 
was sentenced March 11. 

Jacobs, age 33 of Detroit, 
entered a guilty plea February 20 
on a misdemeanor charge of 
marijuana possession in 
exchange for the dismissal of a 
Habitual Offender charge for the 
August.

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Vet helps animal shelter Save lives 


Elmira veterinarian Donna 
Simons has always been support- 
ive of the work of the Animal 
Shelter of Crawford County, Inc., 
providing low-cost veterinary 
care and sage advice over many 
years to help hundreds of home- 
less dogs and cats, 

Earlier this year, Dr. Simons 
went the extra mile and helped 
save perhaps thousands of lives 
by providing veterinary services 
in a low-cost spay/neuter pro- 
gram designed by Shelter Vice 
President Dixie Lobsinger, 

“One of our biggest problems 
at the shelter since its beginning 
has been the overwhelming num- 
ber of unwanted cats and kit- 
tens,” said Lobsinger. “Many 
unwanted cats have been eutha- 
nized over the years because cat 
owners were not having their 
pets altered.” 

With the help of a grant from 
WalMart and its Very Best Pet 
Network, Dr. Simons and 
Lobsinger worked out a deal to 
get as many cats in our commu- 
nity altered as possible. A total 
of 194 cats received the surgery, 


preventing the births of about 
1,000 cats in our community this 
year alone.” | 

The $1,000 grant was initially 
offered to shelters and humane 
societies to promote pet adop- 
tions, 

With the help of grant writer 
Cindy Timmons of Fund Finders 
of Grayling, Lobsinger made a 
plea to help through a low-cost 
spay/neuter program and the 


grant selection committee oblig- — 


ed. 

Lobsinger devised a co-pay 
program that allowed several 
local cat owners to pay for part of 
the surgery they would otherwise 
not be able to afford. “This pro- 
gram could not have been suc- 
cessful without Dr. Simons’ gift 
of time and skills.” 

For many years, Simons has 
also helped Crawford County 
residents by coordinating two 
low-cost immunization clinics 
each year al Hawk Hill Farm in 
Beaver Creek Township. The 
clinics help ensure many local 
pets are vaccinated and licensed 
each year.

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Election consolidation myths dispelled 


Last year, the Michigan 
Legislature passed a package of 
bills commonly referred to as the 


lection Consolidation bills and — 
the Governor signed them into 


taw. In short, what these bills do 
is limit the maximum number of 
¢lection days that can be held 
éach year and specifically limit 
those days to four dates in 
February, May, August and 
November. 
' There is, however, provision 
for a “floater” or 5th date by the 
ychools. The bills also require 
that all electiosn be governed by 
the Michigan Election Code. 
' Unfortunately, there has been a 
great deal of misinformation 
being offered by those who 
oppose the bills, mainly school 
Administrators and a few clerks 
who have bought into the 
school’s arguments. Some have 
even gone so far as suggest the 
legislature “did not do its home- 
work” before passing the bills. 
Nothing could be further from 
the truth. 

This package of bills had been 
a work-in-progress for more than 
11 years before passage. During 
that time, four legislators who 
were former clerks (including 
myself) actively worked on the 
bills, and from the very begin- 
ning clerks’ associations as well 
as other entities interested in the 
election process have been at the 
table. 
- When the process began with a 
work group of all parties who 
had an issue in elections and bal- 
lot questions, there were many

obstacles that needed to be over- 
come. Over the years, several of 
those hurdles were overcome by 
advances in technology, more 
specifically the Qualified Voter 
File and optical scan voting 
equipment, 

Another significant event 
which made the final passage 
more feasible was the enactment 
of Proposal A which reduced the 
dependency upon millage elec- 
tions to fund school operating 
expenses. The “floater? provi- 
sion finally brought the Michigan 
Education Association on board. 

But the myths and misconcep- 
tions continue to circulate, and 
I'd like to set the record straight 
as someone who has_ been 
involved in the process since day 
one and also someone who has 
actually read the bills in their 
entirety. 

Myth #1: Consolidation will 
never work because school dis- 
(ricts cross too many voting juris- 
dicttons. 

Truth: Clerks will have the 
opportunity to redraw precinct 
lines, taking into consideration 
school district boundaries. 
While it is true that some may 
need to utilize “split” precincts 
for some elections, many clerks 
must run split precincts today. 

By utilizing the Qualified 
Voter File, properly trained 
clerks will be able to do this with 
little difficulty. Clerks also have 
the ability to determine where 
each precinct votes, creating 
more options for clerks to com- 
bine precincts in stich a way that 
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will not increase cost or confu- 
sion to the voters. 


Myth «#2: Costs -will-goi up?  Skilled-sghool -¢ ‘élection 


because more precincts will be 
required to run school elections.’ 

Truth: As mentioned above, 
clerks will have the ability to 
consolidate and draw lines in 
such a way to minimize any 
increases, Schools also will pay 
for full election costs only if they 
are the only item on the ballot. 
By combining elections with 
other regularly-scheduled elec- 
tions such as the August Primary 
or November General, schools 
would only be charged propor- 
tionately. Schools actually have 
an opportunity to greatly reduce 
the cost they are currently incur- 
ring by running their own elec- 
tions. 

Myth #3: Bills limit the ability 
of access to the bond market. 

Truth: We actually had bond 
counsel at the table during the 
work groups and changed the ini- 
tial proposal of three dates per 
year at their request to accommo- 
date the bond market. Notice 
requirements and required prepa- 
ration under the Election Law 
make it impossible to hold bond 
elections more often than every 
quarter. Also, passage of a mill- 
age does not force one to go to 
the market immediately. 

Myth #4: Small township 
clerks do not want to be “forced” 
to run schoo! elections. 

Truth: There is an opt-out pro- 
vision in the bills; the County 
Clerk is ultimately responsible. 1 
offer a word of caution here, one 
that is also supported by the 
Michigan Townships 
Association. Clerks, who abdi- 
cate their responsibility under 
this opt-out provision, risk the 
danger of adding fuel to the argu- 


.ments for those who want to 


abolish township government. 
Your association hopes you will 


participate in the process. 
Myth #5: The bills eliminate 
cog ina. 


tors statewide and i disenfranchise. 


“school‘election workers. 


Truth: Many school districts 
already contract with the local 
clerks to run elections, and most 
of the election workers in school 
elections also work in local elec- 
tions, While the Secretary of the 
School Board has technically 
been the school election coordi- 
nator, in many cases a secretary 
in the school office actually does 
the work with little or no formal 
training in election procedures 
and law. 

The arguments against these 
bills in many cases are merely 
smoke screens by school admin- 
istrators who, rightfully so, 
object to losing the control they 
have had in running their elec- 
tions and by clerks who either 
object to the additional workload 
or do not have a clear under- 
standing of how to implement the 
new process. 

The State Elections 
Department will provide assis- 
tance in the latter, but in many 
cases clerks have already risen to 
the occasion and I am sure they, 
as well as the Clerks Association, 
will be willing to assist their col- 
leagues if asked. 

Let’s remember the intent 
behind the bills was to eliminate 
some of the confusion and obsta- 
cles that have been cited as rea- 
sons for low voter participation. 

While the bills cannot guaran- 
tee higher voter turnouts, it is 
hoped that increases will occur. 
Voters leaving the state for 
extended periods of time will 
now know when to request 
absentee ballots, and voters will 
become more aware of when 
elections occur because there 
will be consistency.

Michigan Department — of 
Agriculture (MDA) animal

Department of Agriculture, 
which would split the state into 
two TB classification zones and 
ultimately recognize most of 
Michigan as free from TB. 

Testing and _— surveillance 
results to date have shown no 
disease in livestock outside of an 


area in the northern) Lower 
Peninsula. 

Additionally, such a designa- 
tton will allow the state to further 
hone and enhance its eradication 
efforts in the affected area. 

“Achieving split state status 
has been a long-term goal that ts 
an important step toward eradi- 
cating bovine TB from the state,” 
Wyant said. “We encourage all 
producers to attend one of the 
mectings so we can share the lat- 
est information as well as get 
their feedback.”

> The crucifixion of Jésus Christ is 
one of the most traumatic controver- 
sfes in the history of the world. To 
religious liberals who deny the deity 
Qf Jesus Christ as God incarnate, 
Jesus Christ died a failure because 
He was to them just a brilliant 
human leader ahead of his times. To 
the religious leaders of Israel, Jesus 
died as a blasphemer because He 
claimed to be God.

Did the Jews kill Jesus? In a techni- 
cal sense, No! The Jewish govern- 
ment had no authority lo carry out 
capital punishment. That right was 
reserved for the government of the 
Roman Empire which ruled the 
world at that time. In fact, Pilate 
believed Jesus was innocent, and 
washed his hands of the blood of 
Jesus. John 19:6) “When the chief 
priests therefore and officers saw 
him, they cried out, saying, Crucify 
him, crucify him. Pilate saith unto 
them, Take ye him, and crucify him: 
for I find no fautt in him.” The actu- 
al act of crucifixion was carried out 
by Roman Soldiers. But even they 
were not held accountable for his 
death. Jesus prayed from the cross in 
Luke 23:34: “Then said Jesus, 
Father, forgive them; for they know 
not what they do. And they parted 
his raiment, and cast lots.” So who is 
really responsible for crucifying 
Jesus Christ? In reality, Jesus was 
crucified in ignorance according to | 
Cor, 2:7,8: “But we speak the wis- 


dom of God in a mystery, even the 
hidden wisdom, which God ordained 
before the world unto our glory: 
8Which none of the princes of this 
world knew: for had they known it, 
they would not have crucified the 
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— The Bible Speaks 


~ Lord of glory.” 


In the eternal plan of God, Jesus 
Christ died as God’s eternal sacrifice 
of His Son for our sins. According to 
Rey. 13:8 Jesus was the Lamb of 
God slain from the foundation of the 
world. This truth is revealed in Acts 
2:23; “Him, being delivered by the 
determinate counsel and foreknow!- 
edge of God, ye have taken, and by 
wicked hands have crucified and 
slain.” The crucifixion of Jesus 
Christ was according to God's deter- 
mined counsel and foreknowledge, 
yet this did not remove the human 
responsibility for the wicked act. 
Jesus Christ said in John 10:18 that 
no one could kill Him, but rather He 
died willing for us. “No man taketh it 
from me, but I fay it down of myself. 
1 have power to lay it down, and | 
have power to take it again. This 
commandment have I received of my 
Father.” According to Rev 1:5, He 
“loved us, and washed us from our 
sins in his own blood.” 

But some would object and say they 
do not believe Jesus Christ died for 
their sins. This may be shockingly 
true. Jesus told unbelievers in John 
8:24: “I satd therefore unto you, that 
ye shall die in your sins: for if ye 
believe not that I am he, ye shall dic 
in your sins,” Those who reject the 
death of Jesus Christ as their substi- 
(ute for their sins will spend eternity 
in Hell paying for their own sins. 
There is only one cardinal sin which 
can never be forgiven at death, the 
sin of unbelief in Jesus Christ. 
Unbclief is listed in Rev. 21:8 as a 
sin which will send people to a burn- 
ing lake of fire forever. 

In reality, T killed Jesus Christ. My 
sins nailed Him to the cross. He died 
on the cross for me. That is why | 
trusted Hint as my God and Savior. 
The question ts, did you kill Jesus

Christ? Did your sins also place Him 
upon that cross? If you answer no! 
Then you count the finished work of 
the death, burial, and resurrection of 
our Lord Jesus Christ as of no bene- 
fit to you. 

As Paul said in J Cor 15:3,4: “For t 
delivered unto you first of all that 
which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to 
the scriptures, 4And that he was 
buried, and that he rose again the 
third day according to the serip- 
tures:” As Isaiah prophesied in Isa 
53:5,6: “But he was wounded for our 
(ransgressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquilies: the chastisement of 
our peace was upon him; and with 
his stripes we are healed, 6All we 
like sheep have gone astray; we have 
turned every one to his own way; and 
the LORD hath Jaid on him the iniq- 
uily of us all.”

Peter 2:24 that the death of Jesus 
Christ on the cross was a very per- 
sonal thing: “Who his own self bare 
our sins in his own body on the tree, 
that we, being dead to sins, should 
live unto righteousness: by whose 
stripes ye were healed.”

Grayling Little League is cele- 
brating its 40th season as a sanc- 
tioned program. In 1962, a few 
dedicated fathers and community 
leaders started work to organize 
baseball in Grayling. 

“The kids needed something to 
do in the summer,” said Bob 
Golnick, the organization’s first 
Player Agent. 

The Grayling Moose Lodge 
sponsored the first youth base- 
ball team in 1962 and in 1963, 
with four teams (sponsored by 
the Moose, the military, 
Sorenson Funeral Home and the 
American Legion) the league 
applied for Little League sanc- 
tion. 

Larry McNamara, then League 
President, recalled, “There was a 
one-year wait before a league 
could participate in tournament 
play.” So, the Grayling Little 
League Sanction became official 
in 1964 and has been going 
strong ever since, 

In 1964, 140 boys played ball 
in the league. Today’s league 
still boasts strong numbers, with 
about 145 boys and girls playing 
in four divisions and 36 girls 
playing on three softball teams. 

A lot has changed and a jot has 
stayed the same. The Grayling 
Little League Board of Directors 
still encourages volunteers to get 
involved and a poignant editorial

His journey coincides with the 
200th anniversary celebration of 
the Lewis and Clark expedition, 
known as the Corps of 
Discovery, they departed in May 
of 1804. Not only will Miller be 
traveling solo but will cover the 
2,300 mile length of the Missouri 
River... upstream. 

Once near the headwaters, he 
will trade in his paddle for hiking 
boots and a backpack to cover 
the 350 miles of mountainous 
terrain over the Continental 
Divide. Once he reaches the 
watershed of the Columbia 


' River, he will once again take to 


his canoe for the final 800-miles 
downstream to the ocean. If all 
goes as planned, Miller will 
reach the Pacific by October. 

Miller's journey is rather 
unique in the fact he will be 
bringing the Internet viewer wiih 
him every stroke of the way. 
Armed with a laptop and digital 
camera, he will record the infor- 
mation to his web site entitled, 
“In The Wake Of Discovery” 
located at: www,lewisandclark- 
2004.com. 

“By updating the web site with 
photos and descriptions from the 
journals of Lewis and Clark, as 
well as my own experiences, the 
Internet viewer will have a better 
understanding of what the origi- 
nal explorers saw and discovered 
as well as experience the same 
hardships through me," said 
Miller, 

He said that if you have ever 
dreamed of retracing their route, 
you can do so without having to 
fight off hoards of mosquitoes, 
enduring intense heat, or dealing! 
with Indian confrontations. all 
from the comforts of your home. 
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Former Grayling resident, Norm Miller, invites everyone to take a journey with 
him via the Internet as he retraces the Lewis and Clark Expedition of 1804. 


Miller will also be raising aware- 
ness for the Lewis and Clark 
Trail Heritage Foundation and 
the American Rivers 
Organization, Both non-profit 
organizations help to protect the 
Tewis and Clark trail and the 
waters that surround it for the 
educational enjoyment of future 
generations, 

Miller has always been inter- 
ested in history and stories about 
early explorers. The idea for his 
journey came to him while pad- 
dling the route of explorer 
Alexander Mackenzie through 
Canada in the summer of 1998. It 
was Mackenzie who discovered 
the first water route across North 
America more than a decade 
before Lewis and Clark set out. 

"I was paddling down the 
Mackenzie River wishing I could 
somehow share the journey with 
other people. However it wasn't 
until a year or so later when the 
Internet came into existence that 
1 saw a means to share it with

planning steadily in 2000 and 
now, some 50 months later, he is 
about to depart. 

Miller will also be carrying a 
lot of high-tech gear including 
portable solar panels and a satel- 
lite phone, which will be used as 
a modem to update the web site 
from remote locations. 

"[ hope to work the technical 
bugs out of the system before my 
departure but I will be amazed 
not to encounfer problems along 
the way. There are too many 
things that can go wrong, so | 
will just have to deal with them 
as they happen", said Miller, 

So much has been written 
about the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition Miller said, but very few 
pictures of what they saw ever 
accompany the text. 

"T intend to photo-document 
every geographical feature they 
encountered.” 

Although only about a dozen 
photos will appear weekly on his 
web site, Miller plans to compile 
them) all’ into & book’ once | the 
journey is Complete °°" 

Not only will Miller have to 
deal with technical problems, he 
will encounter over 20 hydro- 
electric dams, which he must 
portage around. 

"T have a small, wheeled cart 
used for portaging canoes which 
I will use to haul everything 
around the dams," said Miller. 
He is most concerned however 
with (he smaller wing dams con- 
structed by the Army Corps of 
Engineers. These dams are sub- 
merged rock walls along the 
shore of the river used to force 
the current into the center of the 
river, 

"If the water levels are low the 
rocks will be exposed and if the 
water is too high, it creates nasty 
eddies and currents as the water 
swirls over the walls." There are 
over a thousand of these wing 
dams along the route. 

Miller wil] be using a set of 
500 cartographic reconstructed 
maps originally drawn by 
William Clark and compiled and 
formatted by cartographer

creation of levies and dams" said 
Miller. He said Lewis and Clark 
would not even recognize the 


river today. 

When Miller reaches the head- 
waters of the Missouri River near 
present day Dillon, Montana, he 
will store most of his gear and 
canoe with friends and backpack 
through the Bitterroot National 
Forest. During this section, 
Lewis and Clark researcher and 
author, Gene Eastman, will join 
Miller. Eastman is familiar with 
the location of the original Nez 
Perce Indian Trail the explorers 
followed through the wilderness. 

"The present day Forest 
Service trail over the mountains 
is actually not the original Lewis 
and Clark trail as many people 
believe," said Miller. Eastman's 
research has led him to discover 
the original campsites stayed at 
by the Corps of Discovery some 
200 years earlier. 

"I'm really looking forward to 
this part of the journey and being 
the first ‘whites’ to’ travel its 
entire length since Lewis and 
Clark." However after sitting for 
four months in his canoe prior'to 
retiching the mottling SBS ould" 
provide it's own challenge since 
his legs will not be accustomed 
to walking very far. 

"I don't expect any part of this 
journey to be easy," said Miller, 
who realizes he has his work cut 
oul for him. "But by experienc- 
ing the difficulties firsthand, | 
think I will truly get a feel for 
what Lewis and Clark went 
through and then be able to relay 
that to you on the web site". 

Prior to his.departure Miller 
will be sending shipments of 
food and supplies to various post 
offices along the way, allowing 
for more room and less weight to 
carry in his canoe. There are 
over 200 towns along the trail 
today, so Miller will not have to 
tely on hunting as the original 
explorers did. Miller will require 
a diet of over 4,000 calories per 
day. He will also have the advan- 
tage of obtaining food from vari- 
ous stores. 

“There were almost 40 men 
and one woman on the original | 
expedition and they ate almost 
nine pounds of meat each per day 
- that's over 350 Ibs.! They relied 
on living off the land, which is 
very different compared to what I 
will experience.” 

Miller will be paddling a cus- 
tom solo expedition canoe built 
by canoe legend Verlen Kruger, 
of Lansing. His canoe is made of 
Kevlar®, the strongest fiberglass 
available and very comfortable 
and sturdy to withstand the harsh 
conditions along the river. Miller 
anticipates paddling 20 miles per 
day on average, much faster than 
Lewis and Clark, 

"They had over 10 tons of sup- 
plies and had to literally push,

upstream all the way to the 
Mandan Indian* villages of North 
Dakota," said Miller. “It. was 
their determination, teamwork, 
persistence and vision that made 
the expedition a success.” 

These same qualities will be 
needed for Miller’s own success. 
"[ have to stay focused on my 
daily goals and try not think too 
much about the big picture or | 
will get overwhelmed by how far 
I have to go." One paddle stroke 
at a time is his motto. 

Miller’s web site contains 
many interesting features includ- 
ing aerial photos and maps of the 
route in addition to many photos 
of plants and animals discovered 
by Lewis and Clark. He has a 


section devoted to children 
including many pictures drawn 
by kids from around the country 
of the original Lewis and Clark 
journey. Miller has received 
many gear and supply cgntribu- 
tions by such companies as 
Coleman, Kokatat, and Global 
Star but the remainder of his time 
and effort has come from his own 
pocket or through the sale of 
"Official" Expedition T-shirts. 

“Each shirt sale buys me one 
day’s supply of food which is 
very helpful," said Miller A 
friend of his drew the logo and 
sent it all via an e-mail attach- 
ment, while working at the South 
Pole, Antarctica. 

"Ht shows you how far commu- 
nications technology has 
changed since Lewis and Clark." 
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Miller’s trip will begin March 23 near St. Louis, 
Missouri and conclude sometime in September on the 
Pacific shoreline, if all goes as planned.

Tuesday, March 23 is Diabetes 
Alert Day. TIPDON, Northern 
Michigan’s Diabetes Outreach 
Network, is encouraging every- 
one to be aware of their risk of 
developing diabetes or having 
undiagnosed diabetes.
